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Continuation of 11, does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant notes that since German Offenleg 
-938 is not concerned with any thermal properties, that it cannot anticipate the instant claims. However, it should be noted that the 
instant claims are merely directed to making a graphite article, and there is nothing concerning what kind of article it is nor its properties, 
thermal or otherwise. Also. Shane is being applied as a teaching reference (ie. to show what is inherent in German Offenleg -938), and 
hence its application in a 102 is acceptable. See MPEP 2131.01. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The pressing of individual layers to the instant density would presumably render the pressing of multiple 
layers to the same density as obvious. Applicant's coments concerning German Offenleg -938 are not persuasive of error in the rejection 
for reasons already given. Certainly, the claims are broad enough to "read on" the reference and in fact be encompassed thereby. 
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
